
Steam Distilleries at Work. 

In our last issue we guve a con 
cise summary of the exteut and vol- 
ume of the whisky production in this 
state as well as the United States, im 
bracing the past eighteen mouths in 
Kentucky, and for three years in the 
whole country. The great bulk of the 
entire production consisted of high- 
wines and steam Bourbon — so called — 
thelatter being little better than raw 
spirits, and not palatable until past 
two years old. It is a well-known 
fact to the trade, that the excessive 
taxes caused the production of pure, 
straight Bourbon, the old-fashioned, 
hand-made fire-distilled to almost 
wholly cease, and pure whisky, the 
genuine Bourbon, is extremely scarce* 
and is as valuable as old wine over 
one hundred years old. A few barrels 
of old-fashioned, copper whiskey, thir. 
teen years old, are still in existence, 
commanding twenty dollars per gal- 
lon. In the Bourbon county district 
there are but <ix distilleries in opera- 
tion, which adhere to the old process, 
and their annual production is small. 
This product is generally contracted 
for as soon as made, and the great bulk 
of it is purchased exclusively for this 



There are six distilleries in this (the 
Louisvillei district, three of which 
have not been in operation since last 
May. They recommenced work with 
the new year, having capacity for the 
daily production each of from 30 to 50 
barrels. In addition to this, six of the 
Owen County, sour mash distilleries 
resumed operations last week, and the 
other distillers in thedistriet, (the 5th, 
or Louisville district) contemplate par- 
tial resumption of full work befoie 
February. Oue of the largest distiller- 
ies in the State, loc ated in the'city, on 
upper Main street, has resumed opera- 
tions after a recess of twenty months. 
I The great reduction of stocks of old 
whisky has at length induced the 
manufacturers to go to work, and a 
material increase in new product is an- 
ticipated in the next six months. It 
will not, however, be on the market 
for consumption until after next year. 

The Tobacco Crops and Market. 

The market thus far this season has 
been of rather a quiet character, the 
transactions to date being barely equal 
* to the sales of the previous season. 
This is conceded to be fully equal, if 
not in excess of anticipations, as the 
incoming crop of what is known as 
Kentucky tobaccoes, embracing the 
states of Kentucky, Tennessee, In- 
diana. Illinois, Missouri, and portions 
of Ohio is not expected to amount to 
over 145,000 hhds, against a total of 
J 97,500 hhds last season. With the 
falling off in quantity the aggregate of 
sales in Louisville, exhibits a gratify- 
ing result, the facts demonstrating an 
actual increase in offerings, despite 
the very untoward weather, and long 
continued un navigable condition of 
the river and tributaries. The dealers 
and planters alike, are fully aware of 
the fact that this is the best and the 
•juickest market in the country for the 
£ieat staple, and producers especially 
of the bright cutting leaf tobacco and 
wrappers, as well as of shipping grades 
tfrould best cousult their own interests 
by sending their crops direct to this 
market for sale, through the admira- 
ls My arranged and managed tobacco 
W warehouses. 

The falling off in the crops was trace* 
able to the unreliability of labor, in- 
ducing farmers to give more attention 
to cereals, which were at the planting 
season bringing relatively higher 
prices, and do not require so much or 
-uch skillful labor, while the tobacco 
trade was depressed. A trade circular, 
referring to the suqject, estimates that 
of the current crop 85,000 to 90,060 
hhds, may reach the seaboard, and 
observe that as to the quality and 
« baracter of the new crop, indications 
are that the growth is superior to the 
preceeding one. "The leaf is not of 
Urge size, but shows fine fibres and 
more body." Little injury was done 
by the frost last September, but in some 
.lMricts more or lees was cut greeu

• nsumption of tobacco is indicated in 
•he revenue returns, but the export 
'emand seems to be largely influenced 
•y tbe price; if low, shippers will take

earn that stocks of American tobacco 
ire Mpa]| in the principle markets on 
he continent, bu» that England has 
»n excessive supply^eay 30,000 hbd*. 
The export of leaf tobacco from the 
United State* for the year ending Oc- 
tober 1, 1871, was stated at 90,547 hhds. 

Current high prices will undoubtedly 
stimulate the effort to make a large 
crop this year, and in view of this po- 
sition the trade and manufacture of 
tobacco is not well assured. Manu- 
facturers themselves are reported to 
have speculated freely in manufac- 
tured tobacco; the production and 
stocks are known to show a large in- 
crease; and it remains to be seen what 
effect will be produced by an effort to 
close out stocks on hand, and curtail 
operations within the limits of legiti- 
mate wants.

Redemption of Defaced or Mutilated 
United States Currency. 

On and after the 1st of January, de- 
faced or mutilated United States noUu* 
and fractional currency, instead of be- 
ing redeemed as now only by the 
United States Treasurer, subject to dis- 
count for mutilation, will be redeemed 
at their full face value in new notes 
or currency by the Treasurer, several 
Assistant Treasurers and designated 
depositories of the United States, and 
all national bauk depositories, and 
will be received at their full face value 
by all officers of the Treasury Depart- 
ment in payment of all currency dues 
to the United States, provided that 
three-fifths of the original proportion 
of the notes are presented in one piece. 
Fragments of less than five-eighths 
will be redeemed only by the Treas- 
urer of the United States. If more 
than one-half and less than five- 
eighths is presented, half of the face 
value will be paid; less than half a 
note will be redeemed only on affida- 
vit that the missing portion has been 
totally destroyed. Under the new 
rules, any person, firm, bank, corpo- 
ration or public officer will be permit- 
ted to forward five dollars and upward 
in fractional currency, and fifty dollars 
and upward in legal tender notes, for 
redemption, to the United States 
Treasurer, by express, at the expense 
of the Department. 

Tax upon Dividends. 

The Commissioner of Internal Rev- 
enue decides that a tax must be paid 
upon dividens declared out of the earn- 
ings of 1871, and upon the interest and 
coupons representing the interest 
which accrued in that year, even 
though the drvidens are not declared 
or the interest is not payable until af- 
ter December 31, 1871 ; and that the 
corporations mentioned in section 15, 
of the act of July the 4, 1870, should 
withhold the tax from the holders ©f 
their stocks and bonds. 

The Supreme Court on Monday af- 
firmed the constitutionality of the le- 
gal tender law and overruled so much 
of the decision in the case of Hepburn 
vs. Griswold as ruled the legal tender 
acts unwarranted by the Constitution, 
so far as they apply to contracts made 
before their enactment. Judge Strong 
read the opinion of the court, and Jus- 
tice Brady read an opinion sustaining 
it Three of the jadges who dissented 
read opinions also. The Court stood 
five to four— all of the judges who 
agreed in the decision of Hepburn vs. 
Griswold maintaining their original 
opinions.

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Without taking a retrospect of the 
past further than as a guide for the fu- 
ture to steer clear of the mishaps and 

mis-adventures and errors of the times, 
we can look hopefully forward, as a 
people, to better prospects this year. 
The old year passed away amid storms 
and clouds and general revulsions of 
nature, followed by the new yeat's 
more genial and milder phase, and to 
business men and all others the indi- 
cations seem to favor a less rugged 
path to follow than heretofore. The 
merchant and the mechanic, the pro- 
ducer and the consumer, alike, can 
profit and take lesson from the calam. 
sties and mistakes of the past year, 
and make this a far more prosper- 
ous one. The harvests have been 
abundant of all articles of necessity, 
and success should be assured through 
the combined actions of the people 
and their representatives to assure a 
better condition materially acd finan- 
cially to the whole country. The crops 
have yielded bountifully and the peo- 
ple should have money enough to pay 
all their debts and have a surplus to 
spare; but to do this Congress must 
take action to reduce the taxes, if not 
the tariff as well as the expenses of 
collecting the revuue. Eastern capit- 
alist, however, are opposed either to a 
modification of the tariff' or any 
change or agitation whatever, on the 
subject, on the plea that it disturbs 
and unseattles -commercial affairs and 
tansactions. 

Commerce and trade, in a great 
measure, have reverted to their accus- 
tomed routine and natural outlets, but 
not to their once freedom from restric- 
tions in the shape of taxes and collec- 
tions, stamps and duties. These should 
be either removed or simplified, and 
in addition the currency of the coun- 
try should be at par, and then all sec- 
tions would be benefited, and the West 
and Souih relieved of a burden, and 
the manufacturing and producing in- 
terests advanced.

The 
most direct and practical course to 
pursue to stop kite- Hying, stock-gamb- 
ling and inflation is to abolish the na- 
tional banks. This achieved, currency 
will soon, of its own volition, as it were, 
be at a specie basis, and trade safe.

expectations of the sugar-producing 
countries,- upon which we rely for our 
supplies, point to an aggregate net in- 
crease for the present year, as compar- 
ed with the past one, of 130 to 140,000 
tons, to meet the increasing consump- 
tion of this country and Europe, and to 
fill up the vacuum caused by the ac- 
knowledged deficiencv in the Europe- 
an beet root sugar crop. 

The manufacture of sugar from the 
beet root, in this country, makes very 
poor progress, the high price of labor, 
and the want of an outlet for utilizing 
the waste matter, this pomace being a 
source of considerable profit in Europe, 
serves as a serious drawback to the 
satitfactory prosecution of this new 
industry. When these impediments 
can be overcome, which will ulti- 
mately be the case, we see no reason 
to doubt but that beet sugar will form 
an important element iu our consump- 
tion. A little sugar continues to be 
made from the sorgo, but the quantity 



The Sugar Trade for the year. 

The New York Shipping List has 
furnished its readers with the annual 
summary of the sugar trade for the 
year lh71, including the imports and 
consumption of foreign aud domestic 
refined. Since the reduction of the 
production of sugar in Louisiana and 
Texas the trade in and use of foreign 
sugar has been very important and 
heavy, as indicated by the facts and 
figures; yet it is to be hoped that the 
demand for the imported article will, 
in future, be less aud less, and that 
our home production will increase to 
its former proportions and soon again 
assume sway: 

The importation of raw sugar into 
the United 8tates, aud the consump- 
tion of it for the year just closed, was 
very large— much larger than in any 
former year. The receipts into the 
United States (not including the states 
on the Pacific) for the year ending 
December 31st, 1871, were 563,097 
tons, against receipts in 1870 of 468, 
957 tons ; and that the consumption 
of foreign descriptions for 1871 was 
553.714 tons, against a consumption in 
1870 of 483,892 tons, while the total 
consumption of foreign and domestic 
cane sugar in 1871 may be stated at 
633,314 tons, against a consumption in 
1870 of 530,692 tons, being an increase 
iu the consumption of foreign in 1871, 
as compared with that of 1870, of 94, 
140 tons, or 14 7-16 per cent., and an 
increase in the foreign and domestic 
of 102,62- tous, or 19J per cent. The 
stock at the ports, January 1, 1872, was 
'4,336 tons larger than it was the same 
time the previous year. 

Much interest attaches to the crop 
prospects of Louisiana, as the whole 
of it is consumed at home. Sanguine 
hopes were entertained that the pres- 
ent erop would largely exceed that of

Weekly Review. 

The trade of the city during the week un- 
der review has been very fair in all depart- 
ments, with rather an upward tendency for 
manufactured articles and cotton labrk-s, 
based upon the increased demand for the 
former and the material advance in the sta- 
ple product. Cotton has been excited all the 
week and prices at remunerative rates to tne 
producer, and an active, as well as increased, 
spring trade is anticipated, wit h an 
in the number of htavy business an 
facturing firms in the city. 

There has been a marked increase In the 
whisky trade, chiefly in straight copper or 
pure Bourbon, the stocks of which are small 
and the production very much restricted. 
With the tax removed tbe production ol pure 
copper would be vastly increased, but under 
existing laws the great bulk of the product is 
hlghwiues and steam copper. Thesteam dis- 
tilleries in JenVr on and Owen counties, alter 
eight mouths' suspension, have again re- 
sumed operations, which lias increased the 
'demand for corn and rye. 

The question of the reduction of thetarift 
is again agitated in Congress in the shape or 
a bill to amend the coal, lumber and salt tax. 
This last bill, now before the Senate com- 
mittee, revises the whole list of tariff duties, 
with but few exceptions, adding two hundred 
articles to the free list and reducing all ten 
per cent., excepting spirits, tobacco and oth- 
er designated luxuries. 

Breadstutls are pretty-well sustained, but 
not active. 

The grocery trade is large and quite active, 
especially in sugar, molasses and other arti- 
cles, excepting coffee, which is rather quiet, 
owing chiefly to the advance, which checks 
sales. The supplies and stocks are ample. 

The provision market is steady, with a bet- 
ter feeling prevailing during the week, 
though closing quiet, the demand? not being 
very large. It is rather early in the season 
for a heavy trade in the hog product, except- 
ing among dealers and speculators. The 
packingat this point this season his been in- 
creased by the slaughter of 1,675 bogs ut New 
Albany, making the total 011.187, of an aver- 
age weight of 2l5- : , Its per hos;. • k- 
pork packing in the West, to the 17th, as :ar

Fish of all kinds are firmer and in request 
for the season of Lent, and mackerel are 
higher, owing to the rather light supplies. 
The catch is estimated at lOO.OuO barrels less 
than last year. Smoked salmon have also 
advanced. 

The directory of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville railroad has reduced tbe rates of freight 
on leaf tobacco In hhds to $2 50 per hbd, from 
Nashville to this city. This should turn all 
tbe Cumberland tobacco to this market, 
where the best prices are obtained, in addi- 
tion to which the planter will save from 
three to four dollars per hhd in Height. 

Tbe weather during the week has keen uni- 
form and mild for tbe season, with no rain 
or snow, and the thermometer, on tbe 17th, 
down to M pe gi ' ces above aero — the coldest of 
the month. Tbe river, nnder the Influence of 
dry weather, la falling fast, but continues at a 
fair navigable stage.

A Chamber of Commerce. 

The mayor of the city, in his late 
annual message reverted to our com- 
mercial interest, affirming "that con- 
cert of action could be had in develop- 
ing and extending our commercial 
and manufacturing interests and 
trade." He recommends the co-oper- 
ation of all classes of citizens in the es- 
tablishment of a live, public-spirited 
chamber of commerce. The present 
organization known as the "Board of 
Trade," is but an incubus upon the 
city, owing its origin to the necessities 
of trade and restrictions of commerce 
during the late intestine war, and was 
then maintained for the sole purpose of 
controlling trade permits, requiring an 
oath of loyalty, to be obtained through 
the organization, and all who joined 
the association did it for that sole pur- 
pose. Subsequently, for four years, 
the board of trade acted as a chamber 
of commerce, but during the last three 
years, through inattention and lack of 
action, it has finally dwindled down to 
nothing. The advancement of the 
material, as well as the commercial 
interest of the city demand a chamber 
of commerce aud sales by competition 
in the open market.

The failure of the dry goods firm of 
Bprague, Colburn & Co., White street, 
N. Y., is announced, with reported lia- 
bilities of about a million of dollars. 
The euspention is saki to be the result 
of the death of a special partner of the 
firm, in connection with heavy advan- 
ces to Eastern mills. 



The Coal Question. 

The demand, supply and price 
of coal continues to agitate the com- 
munity, and the coal dealers alone are 
censured and blamed for both short 
supplies and the high prices. We 
have noted the tips aud downs of the 
coal trade for many years aud assert 
the fact that the coal dealers are blame- 
less, and stand in the position of 
friends to the small consumers. They 
neither own nor control the coal nor 
the mines, and are dependent on the 
Pittsburg owners who control the 
market and dictate the prices. The 
latter sell a barge load or flat load of 
10,000 or 20,000 bushels to a dealer at 
15 or 16 cents a bushel afloat at the 
landing. The present rate is, say, 15 
cts. per bushel afloat in the river. This 
makes the actual expense to the deal- 
er 19 cents per bushel ; as it cannot be 
taken from the river and carted for 
less than 4 cents per bushel leaving to 
the dealer the margin of only one cent 
for his profits upon the venture. The 
complaint and the remedy must be ap- 
plied at head quarters— at Pittsburg, or 
else seek other mines and other sources 
of supply.

Newspaper Laws. 

We would call the fepecial attention 
of postmasters and subscribers to the 
fallowing synopsis of the newspaper 
laws: 

L A postmaster is required to give 
notice by letter (returning a paper does 
not answer the law) when a subscriber 
Joes not take his paper out of the of- 
Aee, and state the reasons for its not 
being taken; and a neglect to do so 
makes the postmaster responsible to 
the publisher for the payment. 

2. Any person who takes a paper 
from the postofflce, whether directed 
to hie name or another, or whether he 
lias subscribed or not, is responsible for 
tfce pay. 

3. If a person orders his paper dis- 
continued, he must pay all arrearages, 
or the publisher may continue to send 
it until the peymes* is made. 

4. If the subsflafkee orders his paper 
to be stopped at a certain time, and 
the publisher continues to send, the 
aubscriber is bound to pay for it if he 
takes it from the postofflce. The law 
proceeds upon the ground that a man 
must pay for what he uses. 

5. The eourU hare decided that re- 
tiring to take newspapers and period! 
aals from the post office, or removing 
aad leaving them tt«C»ttod for, is prima

Domestic Dried Fruits. 

Within the past twenty years the 
trade in dome-iic dried fruita has be- 
come a very important interest, and 
the business is every year steadily in- 
c reas ing. Formerly it was the custom 
^^^farmer* to use most of their sur- 
plt^^tock of apples and peaches in the 
manufacture of cider and peach 
brandy. The increased production of 
domestic fruit, and a manifest im- 
provement in its quality, soon stimu- 
lated consumers to a more liberal use 
of all varieties. At present, vast quan- 
tities of dried apples, peaches, cherries, 
plums and blackberries are annually 
sent to market, and either sold to our 
Mm people or shipped abroad. 

The preparation of dried fruits for 
market is a matter of the utmost im- 
portance, if the agriculturist desires to 
realize a fair profit for his trouble and 
expense of cultivation. The day has 
gone by when fruit of poor quality or 
badly put up will sell to advantage. 
Common, ill-flavored varieties were, 
years ago, palmed off upon unsuspect- 
ing purchasers at low figures ; but now, 
inferior kinds will hardly pay the 
charges of transportation to market. 
In too many instances, the ordinary 
lilt of former years was scrawney, 
vorm-eaten or unpalatable, and when 
dried it become more unwholesome 
still. People who have indulged in 
fruits of this description, and who 
have formed opinions based on such 
experience are very apt to entertain 
prejudices unfavorable to the use of any 
vareity of domestic dried fruit. 

The best productions of the orchard, 
and manny Kinds of oerries, can be 
made available in this manner, and 
an excellent substitute for the 
le production in its original and 
more perfect condition. Little difficul- 
ty is experienced in selling dried fruit 
of tjiis description to home consumers 
or shippers, at paying rates. Care 
must be observed, however, in putting 
up packages for sale. Light and dark 
colored apples should never be mixed 
together; neither should sour and 
sweet ; and this rule will apply equal- 
ly to all other descriptions of fjuit 
^rhich are dried for general consump- 
tion. The quality should be as uni- 
form a3 possible, the appearance of the 
article fresh and inviting, and when 
ut in halves or quarters, the cores, 
»ds or pits should be entirely remov- 

nsiderable quantities of dried 
are ustd by bakers in the mak- 
f pies and other kinds of pastry, 
jile the export trade in most descrip- 
ions is also very large.

An Annual Eeview. 



Last v.'eek one of the city daily pap- 
en published an auuual review of the 
market, datiug the year from January 
1, 1870 to January 1, 1871. These re- 
views, If intelligently compiled and 
correctly given, are commendable in 
the press, yet the facts should be 
through the custom htuse and cham- 
ber of commerce, if reliable data are re- 
quired, and not (ha circulars of dealers 
or interested parties. An annual re- 
view of the commerce and trade of 
thi< city as well as all southern cities 
should date from the M of September 
for all articles and products, save and 
•except leaf tobacco, tbat dates from 
November. The review in question, 
while giving some statistics only up to 
last Juue and others in blank aggre- 
gates, and blank in products, no doubt 
serves for its purpose as an adver- 
tising medium to those who paid for it. 
The information conveyed to the pro- 
vision trade of the country, in which 
upwards of £46,475,000 is invested in 
hog*, lLat they have lost and must 
continue to "ma' e a loss" on every 
pound they purchased, is extremely 
encouraging if not very flattering to 
thifir aHlitie3 as business men. For- 
mer misstatements, in regard to the 
past year's tobacco crop, are again cir- 
culated in this "annual review, ,; the 
bulk of which, especially that purport- 
ing 1 to be an original compilation at the 
interests and products, was taken from 
our statistics when in the Board of 
Tade, three years aero. 

The annual report of the Board of 
Trade for the year ending March 31, 
1869, in its enumeration ot the leading 
factories and manufactories of the city, 
makes a total of S17 works, employing 
11,625 operators, with $17,835,500 capi- 
ta! invested. This last review, pur- 
porting to be for the year just closed, 
shows a very material filling off in the 
number of works, the aggregate capi- 
tal, and the number of hands em- 
ployed. Has Louisville retrograded 
so much in those years? It would 
seem so, if. this report for the year 
1871 is to be relied upon. The actual 
/acts, if published, would show that 
the city has made rapid strides in in- 
dustrial pursuits, population, and 
wealth in the oast three years, and 
not decliDed.
